The scene before tho tribunal to day 
whon the Duke of Orleans was brought 
up for final hearing was a memorable 
one. 
The court-rooin was packed and it 
is a long time since st) many members of 
the Orleans family have been together in 
France. 
The royalists were present in groat 
numbers and their eyes woro riveted on 
tho heir to tho throne. 
When the ver­ 
dict was announced cries of 
“ Vive 
1’Amaree,”. “ Vivo rOrloans,” “ Vive la 
Republiquo” broke forth, aud the gen­ 
darmes were compelled to clear the 
room 
The young Duke received his 
sentence calmly, buoyed up with tho 
well-founded hope of a partial pardon 
by tho President of the republic. 
He 
was allowed ten days to make an appeal 
to a higher court. 
Before judgm ent was announced tim 
Duke addressed tho court in his own be­ 
half. 
Ho said: 
“ I came to France to 
serve as a common soldier. 
I have 
nothing to do with politics, which only 
concerns my father, whose obedient son 
and faithful servant I am. 
I knew by 
entering France I rendered myself liablo 
to the law’, but that knowledge did not 
stop mc. 
I love my country, and 
*teii 
to serve her.” 
The Duke will be allowed to remain in 
the concergerie prison for a few weeks 
before being 
removed to jail. 
The 
government grants him this privilege in 
order to give him an oportunity to ap­ 
peal from the sentence of the court.

Tbe San Francisco Balletic Bays that 
the Calif amia beet sugar experimeLt is 
a flattering success. In cc cementing en 
the crop of 1889 the Bnlielia says; * Last 
year 2000 acres were flinted and fielded 
13,500 tons of sugar .beets, from which 
were extracted 1650 tone of sugar. This 
was done at the Watsonville factory, 
which ran fort}-seven days. The beets 
brought an average c f $5 a ton, and the 
farmers feel satisfied thst they can raise 
them at a prcfit. They guaranteed to 
greatly increase the acreage this year, 
and the output will probably be more 
than dontled.” Thirty dollars an acre 
for tbe raw beele is much better than 
any crop which can be raised in W iscon- 
ain, especially 60 when the fait ia con­ 
sidered that there is no expense in gath­ 
ering the beets. 
In connection with this bit of new0 
from California it will bein order to give 
tbe result of the beet sugar industry of 
Germany. The report is received Its1 
in 1889 Germany produced 1,220,000 tons 
o', beet sugrr. more than any other na­ 
tion in the world, aud eleven times more 
than the en*ire eager product of the 
United State j from cane.

Ballot reform is right, and that 
Is why I think It should bo adopted.*

To perm it an unofficial ballot 
would leave the doors as wide open as 
ever to bribery and corruption.

ionable congregation of the Rev. Dr. S. 
IL Cox. 
Tho latter, however, had out­ 
grown its accommodations and moved to 
a larger and finer editieo on Henry street. 
Henry W ard Beecher, a young, vigorous 
minister who hail recently arrived from 
Indianapolis, whero ho had been pastor 
of a small church, 
was 
i n v i t e d 
t o 
preach. 
M o r n i n g 
and evening ho spoke 
on th at first Sunday 
to audiences t h a t

If you will closely exam ino a 
note—tak e a dollar for exam ple—you 
will see th a t all tho black and w hite 
w ork is mJt the work of an engraver. In 
th e center of tho face of the note w here 
are th e words “ ono cliver dollar,” and a 
littlo to tho rig h t of this, w here tho 
large ig u ro “one” Is, you will find tho 
words and the tiguro each set in a p at­ 
tern too precise to lie the work of hum an 
fingers. 
T hese p atterns ans the w ork of 
th e geom etrical lathe, a w onderful m a­ 
chine th a t does much to com plicate th e 
w'ork of tho co u n terfeiter—and ii may 
as w’ell bo said here th a t to render coun­ 
terfeitin g impossible is tho great aim of 
th e w orkers in this bureau.

W hen he has draw n his plate his assist­ 
a n t goes to a sim ilar cage at tho en­ 
trance of the w etting room and draw s 
tho paper, for w hich ho gives a receipt, 
certifying to the counting of the paper. 
E ach press Is provided w ith an auto­ 
m atic register aud registers the num ber 
of Sheets printed, and this num ber m ust 
tally w ith the num ber of blank sheets 
draw n and also w ith tho num ber of 
printed sheets sent down to the cxamiit 
ing-room to be counted. 
Tho Initials of 
the p rinter are on the plato he uses, and 
of course on every sheet he prints, and 
even if a sheet is spoiled in printing, he 
is obliged to send it in. 
W hen one side 
of a sheet is prin ted it goes to the count­ 
ing-room and again through the w ctting- 
rootn before it receives its second im­ 
pression. 
T ho only surface printing th a t is dom 
on money is on the national bank notes. 
On these tho c h arter num ber is printed 
by a Hoe press, w hich also has a regis­ 
ter, and lf a num ber is printed on a 
piece of plain paper it has to be turned 
over w ith tho money to m ake things 
tally.

In the counting and exam ining room 
the money is counted and exam ined to 
see th a t every sheet is perfect, by women 
who work w ith th e sw iftness th at only 
comes of long practice. 
Ail errors art 
reiKirted by the counters and entered iii 
books. 
T hree clerks m eet in the com­ 
m ittee room in the afternoon, each w ith 
an account of th e work, and if these ac­ 
counts vary, all tho w orkers stay until 
the th ree statem ents are verified. 
Tills 
rule Is as strictly enforced if a single 
cigar stam p is m issing as if a $r»o,<H)0 
note is missing. All the defective sheets 
found in the work aro throw n aside 
after counting, have 
holes punched 
through them to cancel them , and arc 
sent to th e treasury w ith

A fter tho sheets have been counted 
and exam ined they are spread out on 
racks, w hich aro piled up and placed in 
a com partm ent called tho dry-box, all 
the sides of w hich arc lined w ith steam- 
plpes, and here they rem ain all night 
drying in th e heat.

' again counted and exam ined to be sure

p u t betw een sheets of straw -board and 
placed In the hydraulic press, w here they 
aro subjected to a very high degree of 
pressure. 
A fter th is they are separated 
from the straw -board, shaken up.counted 
and exam ined again, carefully put up in 
packages of a thousand sheets earh.w’ith 
a slip betw een c ad i hundred sheets, tied 
up, and sent to tho treasury. 
A t the 
treasury they aro counted as soon as 
they are received, the seal is put on, the 
notes are separated, put in packages of a 
hundred each, and aro ready to sta rt out 
on th e ir career of adventure in the busy 
world. 
A ltogether they are counted some 
th irty or forty tim es; each counter puts 
a private m ark on every package th at 
passes through her hands, and the sys­

Not only has the state su­ 
perintendent never given any snob an­ 
thol iiy in any manner, but he ie express­ 
ly prohibited by law from engaging in 
any such practice.

“Art Iflclar* 
Versos 
“N atural’* 
Chickens. 
A writer who Is an authority on 
poultry matters asks poultry raisers 
how chickens, hatched in an incubator 
and raised in a brooder, can possibly 
differ from hen-reared ones. 
There is 
no difference in tho plumage and “fancy 
points” of natural and artificial chick­ 
ens, but as a general thing brooder- 
raised fowls are smaller and less stal­ 
wart than their kinsfolk from the 
old-fashioned coops. 
When the condi­ 
tions aro perfect, when the chickens 
aro hatched in an incubator with an 
interior uniform of temperature and 
plentiful of humidity, and kept quiet­ 
ly in tho dark until they are strong on 
their logs; when they learn at once tho 
way to their brooder and never get 
chilled; when they have exercised 
enough while feathering; they may 
grow into fine breeding stock—ideal 
cockerels and pullets. 
Such up-bring­ 
ing is a successful imitation of a good 
hen, who comforts the wretched wet 
chickling in her downy breast until it 
is dry and strong, and who calls it to 
her when it first complains cf cold, 
and sternly orders it home if it wan­ 
ders too far in its first feeble days. 
But. unfortunately, the other side of 
the story is moro frequently true. 
As 
a matter of fact, there ar© twenty-five 
different temperatures inside of most 
incubators. 
Especially is this so of 
those warped and 
shrunken from 
several years1 use. 
The germs, ex­ 
posed to these varying temperatures, 
are weakened and deformed. 
While 
tho chickens aro “drying off,” after 
being hatched, they often complain 
from tho cold more than they would 
if undor a hen, and no wondor, for they 
go crawling restlessly about over each 
others, sticky bodies, instead of nest­ 
ling in soft feathers. 
Some machines, 
too, have absurdly light nurseries, 
whore tho baby chicks run up and 
down begging for 
food before they 
are thoroughly dry. 
The brooders 
afterwards moved into may be good in 
their way, but have not tho power to 
call their wandering children home, 
and tho amazing stupidity of some 
chickens will cause them to stand 
screaming with bewilderment and cold 
when there is a shelter a foot away 
from 
them, 
heated 
to ninty-flve 
degrees. 
Tho brooders are, however, 
often not always in their way. 
Not to 
mention the great errors of overcrowd 
ing and dirt, they aro often so hot as 
to caus© faintness in the chicks, and to 
stunt the growth of those they do not 
kill. 
Incubators are indispensible now. 
The vast majority of hens refuse to sit 
in time to supply a most remunativo 
demand, and our market, and out 
brood houses make us independent of 
Dame Partlet as far as the market is con­ 
cerned; but unless we rely on her fpr 
breeding stock our poultry may sadly 
deteriorate. 


E voke th e Bent T alent In th e Child. 
Nearly every child is endowed by 
nature with a faculty or aptitude for 
some special work, varying as the 
temperaments and individualities differ 
in eaeh member of the family. 
It i- 
hero where tho fine discernment and 
discriminating judgment of the parents 
should be exercised to evoko tho best 
talent, to encourage and foster its 
manifestation by every means calcu­ 
lated to bring it to perfection. 
Is it 
musical ability? Then see to it that 
patient drudgery of daily practice is 
honestly performed, not alone by oral 
command, but by personal supervision, 
for it is natural for children to shirk 
labor, 
The rule applies to boy or girl 
indifferently. 
Whatever tho bent_ 
even if opposed to your own prefer­ 
ences—if decided talent or skill is 
evinced, cultivate it in a practical 
manner for contingent practical neces­ 
sities. Teach your children something, 
and teach it well and to the utmost 
limit of his or her capacity. 


P o in t! fo r H ousekeeper*. 
Put dishes, tumblers, and other glass 
articles into a kettle, cover them en­ 
tirely with cold water, and put the 
kettle where it will soon boil. 
When 
it has boiled a fow minutes, set it aside 
covered close. 
When the water is 
cold take out tho glass. 
This process 
will harden tho articles so they will 
not be so easily broken, 
Ready-made clothing, whether up­ 
per or under garments, should have all 
the buttons sewed on more securely be­ 
fore they are worn. 
Those on under­ 
clothing are usually held by a 4 stich 
and a promise,” and they are lost the 
first time they aro laundered. 
Those 
on children’s snits are difficult to 
match and a new suit soon loses its 
jaunty freshness if fastened with old 
buttons. 
Fish gridirons should be scoured 
with bath-brick powder cr whiting 
every time they aro used, in order to 
keep them perfectly smooth and clean;

D ainty H ousekeeping. 
Not only does the French woman buy 
the material for her dinner, but helps 
to cook it when bought. 
In that m ar­ 
velous 
place—a French 
kitchen— 
where two or three little holes in a 
stove cook such delicate dishes, and 
perform such culinary feats as our 
great roaring coal fires have no con­ 
ception of—she flits about like a fairy, 
creating magic messes out of raw 
m aterial of the most ordinary descrip­ 
tion. 
Yes, though a lady born and 
bred, refined, elegant and agreeable 
in society, a belle in her way, yet she 
does not think it beneath her dignity 
to lighten the household expenses by 
practicing enonomy and activity. 
The 
dinner of a French family is cheap and 
simple. 
There is always a soup, the 
meat of the stew-pan—sometimes, ii 
not strict in expenditure, another plate 
of 
meat—generally 
two 
vege­ 
tables, 
dressed 
and 
eaten 
separately, and sometimes, not always, 
a sweet dish; if not that, a little fruit 
such’ as may be tho cheapest and in 
the ripest season. 
But there is very 
little in each thing, and it is rather in 
arrangement than 
in material that 
they appear rich-. The French may be 
a trifle epicurean in their tastes, bul 
they are not gourmands. 
They spend 
little in eating and they eat inferioi 
things, though their cookery is rather 
of a science thau a mere accident ol 
civilization. 
At home the great aim 
of the French is to save, and any self­ 
sacrifice that leads to this result is 
cheerfully undertaken, more especial­ 
ly in eating than in the luxury ot 
mere 
idleness. 
No 
French woman 
will spend a cent to save herseil 
trouble. 
She would rather work like 
a dray horse to buy an extra yard ol 
ribbon or a new pair of gloves than lie 
on the softest sofa in the world in 
placid 
fine-ladyism, 
with crumpled 
gauze or bare hands. 


House-Drains. 
House-drains, as a source of ground 
contamination, are even more danger 
ous than the common sewers, since 
they are so frequently located imme­ 
diately under the house, where the re­ 
sults of any defect are more directly 
manifested. 
By unskillful construc­ 
tion, or by subsequent careless usage 
or want of repair, the filth is effused 
into the basement or cellar, and im­ 
pregnates the soil under the house. 
In country districts isolated outbreaks 
■ of diphtheria, traceable to cess-pool 
effluvia, are not uncommon. 
In these 
cases, it is generally 'found that there 
is a water-closet in the house, where 
there 
is 
little or 
no 
provision 
for any change of air, that the soil- 
pipe is never ventilated, and that the 
closet-drain discharges into a cesspool 
which is completely covered up, and 
only cleaned at rare intervals. 
The 
consequence is that any gases genera­ 
ted in the cesspool have no outlet, ex­ 
cept through the water-closet into the 
house, and hence result attacks ol 
diphtheria, ulcerated sore-throat, and 
other ailments. 
From an inquiry, in­ 
stituted by the State Board of Health 
of Massachusetts, respecting the pre­ 
disposing causes of 
diphtheria, its 
prevalence, etc., it is shown th at this 
disease has been most severe in the 
rural districts where there are ne
